The minutes 
of the previous meeting were read and approved. Prof. R. H. Palmer and Prof. 
Horace Gunthorp, both of the University of Washington, and Dr. Lee R. Dice of 
the Museum of Zoology at the University of Michigan, were elected to membership. 
A general discussion of the observations of the members present then followed. 

C. J. Albrecht of the State Museum told of his experiences in bringing up some 
young beavers which were caught in the vicinity of Mt. Baker and which he later 
turned over to the Zoo at Woodland Park. Meeting then adjourned. 

December ;- The regular monthly meeting of the Club was held at the State Museum 
on Wednesday evening, December 1st, President F. S. Hall presiding. After the 
minutes of the previous meeting had been read and approved, the following 
persons were elected to membership in the Club: Dr. Russell T. Congdon of 
Wenatchee, V/n., W. J. Hipsley and J. S. Hodges of Seattle. A motion was pre- 
sented and carried thatttiis club indorse the bill proposed by D. E. Brown for 
the private collection of mammals; this bill to be presented at the coming 
session of the State Legislature. Following the provisions of the constitution 
and by-laws, the following nominations were made for officers for the coming 
year: President,- F. P. Hall; Vice President,- J. Hooper Bowles; Secretary-

evening, January 5th. After the dinner had beenserved, President Hall called 
the meeting to order, after which the minutes of the previous meeting were 
read and approved.
